DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see Remarl<s on pages 6-9, filed January 8, 2009, with 
respect to claims 19-36 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 103(a) 

rejections of claims 19-36 have been withdrawn. 

2. Acknowledgement Is given to cancelled claims 1-19 and newly cancelled claims 
30-36. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 19-29 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claim 19, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious wherein the irradiation light irradiated from an irradiation face 
has a mesh-like pattern including meshes of a same shape, each mesh having an 
irradiation area smaller than a non-irradiation area in a plane normal to an optical axis 
as clearly shown, in combination with the rest of the limitations of the claim. 

As to claim 24, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious as wherein the irradiating means irradiates, from an 
irradiation face thereof, an irradiation light having a mesh-like pattern including meshes 
of a same shape, each mesh having an irradiation area smaller than a non-irradiation 
area in a plane normal to the optical axis clearly shown, in combination with the rest of 
the limitations of the claim.

And as to claim 29, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious n emitting area of each of the light emitting elements is 
smaller than an area of the dark face as clearly shown, in combination with the rest of 
the limitations of the claim.
